3. (Cuitentl^ Amended) The fuel dispensing system of claim 2, wherein the living customer 
associated with tke vehicle is provided with indicia at said at least one fuel dispenser at the 
completion of thj^ ftieL dis^jensing transaction, and wherein the living customcr associated with 
the vehicle optio M^y inputs said indicia at said separately located transaction accounting 
delivery station to obtain a transaction accounting.

12. (Withdrawn) A method of automatically fueling a customer vehicle, comprising: 
sensing the presence of the vehicle at one of a plurality of fiiel dispensing locations; 

rcceiving|information about the customer, said information selected fixjm the group 
consisting of customer identification, fuel grade selection, quantity of fuel requested, and 
customer account information; 

transmittSig said customer information to a host control and transaction processing unit; 

receiving! authorization from said host control and transaction processing unit; 
automatically di^ensing fuel into the vehicle; 

transmitting the fuel quantity dispensed to said host control and transaction processing 
unit; and 

optionally providing a transaction accounting at a location remote fi:om said fuel 
dispensing locatibn, by the method comprising: 

sensing t^e presence of the vehicle at the transaction accounting delivery location; 
receiving|infoiniation about the customer; 

transmitting said customer information to said host control and transaction processing 
unit; ; 

responsivjely receiving from said host control and transaction processing unit, transaction 
information selected fix)m die group consisting of date, time, custorner account number, quantity 
of fuel dispensedl grade of fuel dispensed, price of fuel dispensed, transaction total, and 
advertising messages; and ! 

preparing and presenting to the customer an accounting of the transaction,

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13. (Currently Amended) An integrated robotic ftieling facility, comprising: 
a control and transjiction processing unit; 

a plurality of fuel dispensing stations in data transfer communication with said control 
and transaction fjrocessing unit, each fuel dispensing station comprising: 

a 'first s ensc^r configured to detect the presence of a proximate customer veliicle; 
and further to oy^ain a unique customer identification indicia via operative communication with a 
transponder loca);ed on the customer vehicle; 

an automated fiiel dispenser whereby fuel is dispensed directly into the customer 
vehicle in respoi^se to authorization from said control and transaction processing unit, said fuel 
dispenser not haying a receipt printer; 

ajpayment acceptor associated with said automated fiiel dispenser; and 

a^display whereby fuel transaction information is dynamically displayed to the 
customer during^and follcrwing fiiel dispensing, said transaction information select^ from the 
group consisting of fuel ainount^ fiiel price, fuel grade, transaction total and advertising 
messages; and 

a single ^ansaction accounting delivery station in data transfer communication with said 
control and transaction processing unit, located separately from the fiiel dispensing stations and 
adapted to servqthe fuel dispensing stationSj comprising: 

ai second sensor configured to detect the presence of a customer vehicle; and 
fiirther to obtain! a unique cxistomer identification indicia via operative communication with a 
transponder located on the customer vehicle; and 

a transaction accounting delivery system, whereby a transaction accounting is 
optionally aatoiiatically prepared and presented to the customer if the customer vehicle is placed 
proximate to the transaction accounting delivery station, the transaction accounting data being 

transferred fix)iii said control and transaction processing unit.

1 4. (Currently Amended) An integrated robotic fiieling facility, comprising: 
a control and transaction processing unit; 

a plurality of fuel dispensing stations in data transfer communication with said control 
and transaction jprocessing unit, each fuel dispensing station comprising: 

i^eans for uniquely identifying a living c ustomer associated with a vehicle: 
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deans for accepting payment ftom the Uvi^customer; and 
means for automatically dispensing fuel into the customer's vehicle; 
vsfhetein each fUel dispensing station automatically dispenses fuel into the 

customer's vehicle upon authorization by said control and transaction processing unit; 

wherein each fnel dispensing station does not have a receipt printer; and 
a single [transacticn accounting dispensing facility in data transfer communication with 

said control anditransaction processing unit, located separately from said fiiel dispensing stations, 

and adapted to sprve the fuel dispensing stations, comprising: 

means for uniquely identifying ([a]] the living customer, and 

means for delivering a transaction accounting to the living c ustomer upon request 

from the l iving fcustomer: 

^herein a transaction accounting is optionally delivered to the customer if the 
customer is identified at said transaction accounting dispensing facility, tlie transaction 
accounting data being transferred from said control and transaction processing unit. 

15. (Original) The facility of claim 14, wherein the customer identification means comprises 
at least one passive transponder located on the customer's vehicle and an operationally 
compatible senior located at said fiiel dispensing station, said transponder transmitting a unique 
code to said seiisor that identifies data selected from the group consisting of customer 
identification, fuel grade selection, quantity of fuel requested, and customer account infoiination. 

1 6. (Origin^) The facility of claim 14, wherein said customer identification means comprises 
a token containing machine readable indicia in the possession of tlie customer, and an 
operationally cpmpatible sensor located at $aid fuel dispensing station, whereby said indicia is 
read from $aid ^ken when the customer presents said token to said sensor. 

1 7. (Previojisly Presented) The facility of claim 1 4, wherein said customer identification 
means comprises abiometiic sensor located at said fiiel dispensing station, whereby indicia 
unique to eachjcustomer is generated by said customer presenting physical characteristics to said 
sensor. 
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1 8. (Previously Presented) The facility of claim 17, wherein said physical characteristics are 
selected from the group consisting of fingerprints, iris pattern, facial features, or genetic samples, 

19. (Currently Amended) The facility of claim 14, wherein said transaction accounting

delivery means ciomprises printing and delivering to the living.customer a paper receipt, 

20. (Currently Amended) The facility of claim 14, wherein said transaction accounting 
delivery means Comprises transmitting said transaction accounting data to a computer in the 
possession of th^: living customer. 
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
